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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To provide the title collapsible snowbreak for use in winter, easy 
and simple to work therewith, being able to get compact, so designed that 
plural bendable branch levers are arranged on the upper part of a supporting 
lever and latching parts are interspersed outside the branch levers. 

CONSTITUTION: The top of retractable supporting lever 1 is screwed with a 
branch lever-setting part 7 to fix branch levers 2 which make respectively 
bendably the upper branch levers 2' and lower ones 2" provided with latching 
parts 3. This supporting lever 1 is stood close to the trunk 5 of a planted 
tree 4 and set in accordance with the height of the tree and the expanse of its 
branches, and ropes 9 are wound on the outer periphery of the branch levers 2, 
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thus obtaining the objective snowbreak. 
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
